Not Guilty Verdict Will 
Not Affect Continuance 
of Graft Probe, Says So- 
licitor-General Boykin. 


_After deliberating 7 hours and 11 
minstes a jury in Judge John D. 
Humphries’ division of the Fulton 
superior court Thursday night acquit- 
ted Purchasing Agent William P. 
Price of conspiracy to defraud the 
city. Price was freed on all four 
counts in an indictment. jointly ac- 
cusing him, ex-Councilman Harry 
York and Jack White.’ White already 
has been convicted and is under sen- 
tence of three years on the chaingang 
while York is under similar sentnce 
on conviction on another ihdictment 
charging bribery. No other indict- 
ment is pending against Price. 

The jury, which took the case at 
12:52 o'clock returns its verdict at 
8:45 o’clock. During this time, only 
one recess of 42 minutes for luncheon, 
was taken, 

The Price verdict will have no ef- 
fect whatever on the other pending 
“graft” trials or in any way impede 
the progress of the continued grand 
jury investigation into municipal cor- 
ruption, NSolicitor-General John A, 
Boykin declared, 

Will Push Other Trials. 

“Wee will_ proces. ith: the other 
trials and the gran ry 8 investiga- 
tion will go on,” Mr. Boykin said,

An announcement considered of 
greatest importance was the publica- 
tio Thursday of the results of experi- 
ments eonducted by Professor Joseph 
L. McGhee. of Emory University, with 
“metalized” milk for. the cure of 
aneniia. 

It was stated that his experiments 
along this line have been conducted 
for the past two years and it now 
appears that the number of red blood 
corpuscles in the human body may be 
materially increased by the daily use 
of milk which has been previously 
treated with a small lump of iron and 
a small coil of copper. He is confident 
that alloys of these metals dissolve 
in milk and fhat the resulting. com- 
pound will ‘increase hemoglobin, the 
red coloring matter in the body. While 
the experiments have not: been worked 
out to their final analysis, it is hoped 
that the results of this work will, be 
| far-reaching in their .consequences.

THE EXTRA SESSION. 
The constitution of the state pre- 
scribes among the duties of the gov- 


ernor that— 


“He shall have power to convoke 
the general assembly on extraordinary 
occasions; but no law shall be enacted 
at call sessions of the general assem- 
bly except such as shall relate to the 
object stated in his proclamation con- 
yeying them.” 


It is reliably reported that Gov- 
ernor Hardman intgnds to convene 
the general assembly in called ses- 
sion within the next forty days. He 
considers that the deplorable fiscal 
condition of the state is an “extraor- 
dinary occasion” warranting the 
calling back of the legislature to try 
to repair the damages they did so 
recklessly in their regular session 
last summer. 

What hope the governor has that 
this extant general assembly will act 
any more wisely and efficiently on 
4 second trial we do not know; but 
his confidence in that respect out- 
runs that of the press and people 
of the state as generally reported 
from all directions. There will be 
a large body of the people who will 
regard an extra session as unfor- 
tunate. 

They have before them the fine 
example of Colonel Sam Tate, as 
chairman of the highway commis- 
sion. Finding his department badly 
in the red he resolutely applied the 


* funds coming into his hands to ex- 


tinguish the debts before letting any 
new contracts. He did that quickly 
and left the department solvent to 
go forward vigorously and efficient- 
ly with its work. The state’s gen- 
eral and special deficits might have 
been dealt with in the like business 
fashion, maintaining the essential 
functions and halting the non-essen- 
tials until the revenues caught up 
with the demands. 

The governor did well to borrow 
$2,500,000 "to relieve the acuteness 
and distress of the schools deficit; 
by that he relieved the pressure 
upon the appropriation for schools, 
making it easier to meet at feast 
part of other demands, 

It is given out that the call ses- 
sion will not be permitted to in- 
crease taxes, nor to repeal any ap- 
propriations, but the governor will 
insist that the present revenue laws 
will be adequate if the legislature 
will provide for their strict enforce- 
ment—the full collection of the 
revenues already enacted. He holds 


_» that too much of the revenue is 


withheld by the people who should 
pay, but are not compelled to do so. 
He wants them made to pay. 

To do that will require a busi- 
ness wisdom that has been lacking 
in the general assemblies for many 
years gone by. It is to be hoped 
that when the call session convenes 
the legislators, vieying the mess 


they created in the state’s finances, 


can summon the common sense and 
the courage to make available the

SOME DIETARY RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS FOR THE CURE OF . 
PEPTIC ULCER. 

In preceding articles about peptic 
uleer I told of McCarrison’s discov- 
ery that primitive Himalayans were 
apparently not subject to the disease, 
no case of it coming under his ob- 
servation among 3,660 major opera- 
tions he performed on people in the 
Himalaya mountains in the nine years 
he practiced among them. 
to which the famous English army 
surgeon ascribes their remarkable free- 
dom from peptic ulcer, appendicitis 
and mucous colitis, consists ofemilk, 
eggs, grains, fruits and leafy vegeta- 
bles principally. Such a diet provides 
ample quantities of vitamins B and C 
particularly (as well as vitamin A) 
and there is increasing evidence that 
the deficiency of our Ameriean dietry 
in vitamins B and C is an important 
factor of the great prevalence of pep- 
tic uleer, appendicitis and mucous 
eclitis in this country. If you have 
a mind to make greatcr use of the 
items mentioned, in your own dietary, 
let me remind you that it is well to 
take them, so far as possible, as na- 
ture provides them, and not as you 
find them in stores. All the items 
may be eaten raw, provided they are 
pure and uncontaminated. It is not 
necessary to repect cooxed food, how- 
ever. I merely suggest that everyone 
should have one or,more of the items 
named in the raw state each day. 
Say some raw wheat, oats or other 
grain to chew; an apple at bedtime; 
a head of lettuce at lunch; and a 
glass or two of fresh milk, buttermilk 
or certified milk (not pasteurized 
stuff) every day. Raw eggs all on 
one, as steady diet; all right, then 
cook ‘em to suit your taste. Eggs 
cooked to suit your preference are 
more digestible for you than any other 
form of hen fruit. 

But suppose you have already got a 
peptie ulcer. In that case you can’t 
go in for whole grains or raw fruit, 
not without your doctor’s approval. 
er a diet schédule for you, with 


as much as possible for the essential 
vitamins left in and all of the objec- 
tionable components excluded. This 
schedule is adapted for the third week 
of medical treatment in a bad case of 
peptic’ (gastric duodenal) ulcer, so 
‘it will be appropriate enough for al- 
most any victim of peptic ulcer who

Georgia Committed to Public Schools. 

It is barely possible that I may be 
mistaken in saying that Georgia was 
the first state among those erected 
from the colonies after the Declara- 
tion of Independence to commit the 
new sovereignty to a policy of public 
education. Other of the older colonies 
may have had some forms of free 
schools, local in creation and support, 
but the contemporaneous dates of the 
formation of the independent states 
argue for the rightness of my claim 
that Georgia was the first organized 
American state to provide in its con- 
stitution for free popular education. 

The Declaration of Independence 
was made on July 4, 1776. The con- 
vention._in Georgia to form a consti- 
tution for an independent state gov- 
ernment assembled at Savannah on 
October 1, 1776. It framed the first 
constitution and promulgated it on 
February 5, 1777. It contained this 
provision : 

“Art. LIV. Schools shall be erected 
‘in each county, and supported at the 
general expense of the state, as the 
legislature shall hereafter point out.” 

” * 


An Educated People Wanted. 

Those founders of the state evi- 
dently understood the need and value 
of an educated constituency for a free 
self-governing commonwealth and un- 
doubtedly intended to provide that 
Georgia should have such a_ people. 
| And those early Georgia fathers did 
not intend that the education pro- 
vided and paid for by the state shou’! 
be confined, as by the present con- 
stitution, to “the elementary branches 
|of an English education,” for in the 
| “revised and amended” constitution of 
'1798 they went further and provided 
that— 

“The arts and sciences shall be pro- 
|moted in’ one or more seminaries of 
‘learning; and the legislature shall, as 
‘soon as conveniently may be, give 
such further donations and privileges 
_to those already established as may 
‘be necessary to secure the objects of 
their institution; and it shall be the 
duty of the general assembly, at their 
next session, to provide effectual 
measures for the improvement and 
permanent security of the funds and 
‘endowments of such institutions.”

| Starting Anew After Civil War. 
' Up to the outbreak of the Civil 
| War very commendable progress had 
‘been made in the promotion of coun- 
ty seminaries, but that vast catastro- 
phe practically ended them. 

Then in 1865, when the surviving

people of the ‘state were trying to. re- 
new their old relations with the 
Union and among themselves, the con- 
stitutional convention of that year 
put into the organic law that— 

“The general assembly shall have 
power to appevstiate money for the 
promotion of learning and science, 
and to provide for the education of 
the people; and shall provide for the 
early resumption of the regular exer- 
cises of the University of Georgia, by 
the adequate endowment of 
same.” 


But that constitution was smashed 
by the reconstrucfion acts, the sub- 
stitution of the 1868 radical constitu- 
tion; and the-university has never yet 
been given that “adequate endow- 
ment.”

What the Radicals Tried Te Do. 


Even that radical-negro rump con- 
vention of 1868 had vision enough to 
want the people of Georgia to be an 
educated people. It provided in the 
constitution it made that— 


‘The genera] assembly, at its first 
session after the adoption of this con- 
stitution, shall prvuvide a thorough 
system of general. education, to be 
forever free to all children of the 
state, the expense for which shall be 
provided by taxation or otherwise.” 

But even though the white demo- 
crats of the state gained control of 
the state soon after, they failed in 
their legislatures to realize the con- 
stitutional provision. They did author- 
ize a free school general system, with 
no adequate taxes or appropriations. 
It started on credit, a year behind its 
revenues, and has continued in that 
insolvent plight up to today!

What the Toombs Convention Did. 

Then came on the Toombs propa- 
gated convention of 1877 which pro- 
vided in the constitution it framed 
that— m 

“There shall be a thorough system 
of common schools for the education 
of the children, as nearly uniform as 
practicable, the expense of which 
Shall be provided for by taxation or 
otherwise. The schools shall be free 
to all children of the state, but sepa- 
rate schools shall be provided for the 
white and colored races.” 

As for the taxation for the com- 
mon schools, the taxes were ordained 
“for educational purposes in instruct- 
ing children in the elementary branches 
of an English education only.” 

Tt was also provided .that 
taxes, military commutation 
show taxes, liquor taxes and 
taxes should be “set apart and de- 
voted for the support of common 
schools.”

Why the Teaching. Restriction. 


In the course of the years I have 
been asked hundreds of times why 
such great and statesmanlike men as 
Toombs, Jenkins, Lawton, Nat Ham- 
mond, the Reeses and a hundred 
other intellectual Georgians put that 
limitation of “instructing children in 
the elementary branches of an Eng- 
lish education only?” Why that 
“only?” 

As I have often and only recently 
explained here (March 30) the con- 
vention was under the dread of many 
proposed constitutional amendments 
in congress to force the states to 
maintain general education systems 
such as congress might devise, , both 
as to expense and as to schools of 
mixed races. So to avoid as far as 
possible any coercion of the people by 
congress the expense of public school 
instruction was so drastically limited.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—(/)— 
Senator Borah, of Idaho, is ready to 
go on the “stump” in behalf of the 
export debenture principle of farm re- 
lief which the senate coalition has 
placed in the tariff bill over the pro- 
test of President Hoover. 

The Idahoan whose oratorical pow- 
er was unleashed in the 1928 cam- 
paign in behalf of Mr. Hoover, will

nddersses he has delivered since the 
presidential campaign.

ORLANDO, Fia., April 10.—(7)— 
Extension of the shipping period on 
Florida vegetables for this season has 
been extended to July 1. Under re- 
vised regulations received here from 
the United States plant quarantine 
and control administration. The reg- 


ulation also grants an extension for 
the es a wr of grapes to July 15. %, 

Administrative instructions « to 
the host free period, approved 
Secretary of Agriculture Arthur M. 
Hyde, also cover the addition of avo- 
cadoes, bananas and persimmons to 
the list of citrus fruits and host vege- 
tables which may remain on the trees 
or plants until such time as they be- 
come susceptible to infestation to the 
Mediterranean fruit fly. 

The new rulings, effective imme- 
diately also include the following: 

Movement of grapes without sterili- 
zation will be permitted to any part 
of the United States except the 18 
southern and western states, provided 
no other host fruits or vegetables are 
allowed to exist within 50 feet of the 
vineyard and that the vines are 
sprayed in accordance with instruc- 
— from the department of agricul- 
ure, 

Peppers and lima and broad beans 
may be shipped only to the northeast- 
ern states, when they have been pro- 
duced in the eradication area, under 
the ruling. If raised outside that 
area they can move anywhere except 
into the southern and western states. 

Tomatoes and eggplants from the 
eradication area may go anywhere ex- 
cept in the south and west while if 
grown outside the area they can 
be shipped to all parts of the United 
States except Porti Rico, according 
to the rulings. 

Sour limes produced outside the 
eradication area may now be shipped 
anywhere in the United States, a 
privilege heretofore confined to the 
output, of certain counties.

RICHMOND RESERVE 
BANK: CUTS RATE 


WASHINGTON, April 10—(— 
The federal reserve board announced 
today that the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Richmond had reduced its redi- 
count. rate on all classes of paper 
from 41-2 per cent to 4 per cent ef- 
fective tomorrow. 

The action of the Richmond bank 
makes eight federal reserve banks now 
on the 4 per cent rate. 

The others are Boston, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Chicago, Kansas City, Lgl 
las and San Francisco. Atlanta, St. 
Louis and Minneapolis banks maintain 
a 41-2 per ent rate, while the New 
York bank has reduced its rate to 
31-2 per cent.

‘dent Hoover today announced that 
abolition of competitive naval con- 
struction among the greatest naval 
powers and the prospective saving of 
° 500,000,000 to the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan has been | 
achieved by the London Naval con- | 
ference. 

Final abolition of naval competi- 
tion with its attendant fears, sus- 
nicion and international friction, Mr. | 
Hoover said, was the most vital con- | 
tribution to peace of the conference. 

Mr. Hoover said the United States | 
would be required to spend within | 
the next six years between $550,000,- 
000 and $650,000,000 to attain parity 
with Great Britain on terms to be 
agreed to next week in London. To 
have reached parity with Great 
Britain on the basis of the 1927 Ge- 
neva conference tonnage figures, he 
continued, would have cost the Unit- 
ed States between $1,400,000,000 and 
$1,640,000,000. 

Upon this basis the president esti- 
mated the London conference would 
save the United States expenditure 
of $1,000,000,000 while the aggre- 
gate saving to the three treaty pow- 
ers, Great Britain, Japan and the 
United States would be $2,500,- 
000,000. 

Mr. Hoover's analysis of the con- 
ference result was made public in| 
a formal statement at the White | 
House today. It was emphasized that | 
the forthcoming treaty would contain | 
no political umtiertakings except an), 
agreement for humanizing subma-| 
rine warfare. | 

With the three long months of ne-| 
sogtiating ended, Mr. Hoover revealed 
he had considered a five-power agree- 
ment including France and Italy im-

Comparing the objective of the Ge- 
veva conference and the achievements 
of the Lendon conference, Mr. Hoo- 
ver said the former would have pro- 
duced a British navy of 1,500,000 tons 
to which the United States -would 
have had to build up if parity were to 
be attained. The ndon conference 
aggregate tonnage level at which the 
United States and Great Britain are 
to find parity was established, rough- 
ly, at 1,360,000 tons, a reduction of 
about 364,000 tons for Great Britain 
and the United States and proportion- 
ately for Japan. 

Patience Praised. 


The president praised the patience 
and determination of the American 
delegation and the constructive and 
courageaus actions of delegations rep- 
resenting other governments. He said 
France and Italy had shown the ut- 
most good will in supporting the con- 
ference project as far as they could 
and in joining in some of its impor- 
tant agreements. 

Nine battleships are to be scrapped

Chicken Fricassee 


BY JESSIE MARIE DE BOTH 


Hens which do not choose to lay 
at this season, are pretty apt to land 
in the market. In culling the flocks, 
many a plump fowl is laid aside for 
refusing to. pay for her feed, and 
when rome one says ‘off with their 
heads.” it serves them right. Hard 
luck for the bird, but a good bargain 
for the housewife. With a family, she 
finds no trouble in utilizing every 
morsel, her real:problem being to make 
it go as fer as possible. When there 
are only two to be supplied the ques- 
tion is varied service and refrigera- 
tion. If they do not tire of eating 
chicken, it is an easy matter to man- 
ive it so that every mouthful is rel- 
ished and at reasonable cost. 

A fat fowl has finer flavor and 
suves expense for butter or its sub- 
stitute. Salt pork is most desirable, 
when fat is lacking as it is flavor- 
some without disgui . =: the real chick- 
en taste. The most economical way 


of cooking is in a stew or fricasee. In 
later service it may be crisply brown- 
ed for variation. Seasoning plays 
quite a part, but should not be prom- 
inent in the first cooking. A sprig 
of parsley, slice of onion, bay leaf, 
bit of mace, dried mushroom and green 
pepper, any or all combine for pleas- 
ing results. Instead of putting these 
in loose, to be strained out later, or 
tied in a bit of cheese cloth, try plac- 
ing in the aluminum teaball of gen- 
erous proportions. It is quite the 
easiest way to season soups and 
stews, and if properly washed, re- 
tains no odors. Celery is one of the 
best additions to fowl and carrot is 
good. These would be used in larger 
amounts and can readily be removed 
when done. Use the outer stalks and 
leaves of celery, reserving the balance 
for other purposes. 

To extend the service acceptably add 
some fresh pork shoulder or a cheap

meat is immaculate: The least bit of 
taint or weathered edge shows “up 
quicker in boiled than roasted meat, so 
be watchful on this sc.ze, If placed 
in the kettle at the outset these bland 
meats take the chicken flavor and can 
be used without suspicion of sub- 
terfuge. Of eourse no wise cook broad* 
casts her clever economies and cer- 
tainly not in advance. In fact the 
less said about our little schemes the 
more safely we may practice them. A 
slice or two of parboiled liver may be 
cooked in the stock: for a mock ter- 
rapin dish, served at luncheon. 


Cook the fowl whole or not, as you 
please, but for special service leave 
the breast intact. If cut up, place the 
back, neck and drum sticks in the bot- 
tom of the utensil, The large alum- 
inum goup kettle is ideal for this pur- 
pose with its wide base, straight sides 
and tight cover, cooking may be kept 
at the simmering point for hours if 
need be, Without attention. It can’t 
boil over, with a low fire. When all 
meat and seasonings are in the ket- 
tle, add hot water to cover, let it come 
to a boil, and then reduce heat as 
needed. It will take from two to four 
hours according to the age of the bird 
to produce genuine tenderness. The 
breast, placed with flesh down, may 
he done before the balance, and can be 
'removed to a suitable container, cov- 
‘ered with stock and placed wre it 
‘will cool quickly. Be sure it is cold 
‘before putting on the cover—then 
| place in the refrigerator until needed. 


| Jf the family likes rice and does 
‘not demand a fluffy product when 
‘served it is a good plan to place 
| half a cupful or more of well washed 
lrice in a cheese cloth bag which will 
‘allow room for swelling. Cook this 
| with the fowl and the result is tender 
‘grains, rich with chicken flavor, It 
'may be served plain with the gravy, 
| sprinkled with minced parsley or pap- 
|rika for color. Or it will serve well 
‘the next day browned lightly in a 
‘shallow baker, or better still made 
Linto patties, floured and browned in 
(hot fat. With a beaten egg, drop it 
|into buttered muffin rings and brown 
‘in the oven, or add to waffle batter 
‘for a chicken and waffle supper. May- 
/be you will use it in soup for the chil- 
|dren’s lunch. Anyhow here is a sup- 
'ply of delicious rice cooked without 
‘attention or additional fuel and cap- 
| able of a variety of uses. 

| The fowl may be cut up and brown- | 
ed first as a fricassee, or well drained, ! 
‘floured and browned later, either in | 
| the oven or frying pan—or served | 
‘plain with its rich yellow gravy. Be- | 
‘ware of too much fat in the latter, 


‘use. The water in it can be cooked 
/out slowly over the fire in a moderate | 
‘oven. It will not keep well unless | 
|water free. With stewed chicken we 
‘serve dumplings, noodles or hot bis- 
‘euit. The former require no shorten- 
‘ing, but more baking powder, and 
‘may be dropped ftom the spoon or 
irolled and cut. If dropped, grease 
'the spoon well to insure smooth shapes. 
| Minced parsiey gp a beaten egg add 
‘variety to dumplings. When biscuit 
/ are served, a favorite custom in some 
'families is to split part of them and | 
| place in a covered dish with plenty | 
(of gravy. 
| If it is to appear as a chicken | 
‘pie the crust may line the sides of | 
| the, dish and appear on top in strips 
‘or doughnut shapes rather than a 
solid top. This allows for escaping 
steam and the gravy won't boil over. 

You may relish chicken shortcake, 
making the foundation in large bis- 
feuit, as for berries, then splitting and | 
filling with the gravy and meat. Or | 
| triangles of buttered toast may he. 
| substituted, the whole powdered with | 
‘chopped parsley. 
| For the breast a day or two later, | 
'make a regular stuffing, pack it un- | 
der and around the meat on a shal- 
low glass baker, brush well with soft | 
fat and brown in a hot oven.

Chicken Fricassee. 


@ne year-old chicken, 1 ar pg 2 
shortening, two tablespoons flour, 
three-fourths teaspoon pepper, one-half 
teaspoon celery salt, one teaspoon lem- 
on juice, one cup cream, one egg, 
well beaten. 

Press, wash'and cut up the chicken 
as directed. Wipe each piece, sprin- 
salt and pepper, roll in 
flour, brown in butter, cover with 
boiling water and simmer for 
minutes. Remove the meat, reduce the 
stock to one pint, to be used for sauce. 
For the sauce: Melt shortening, add 
flour and seasonings, cook together;

Add the sealded cream, pour this 
slowly over the egg, well beaten, stir 
well. Arrange the pieces of chicken 
on a hot platter in something like 
the ‘order in which they grow.

Chicken and Lamb Fricasse. 


One small chicken, 6 lamb chops, 3 
tablespoons shortening, 1 onion sliced, 
2 tablespoons boiled rice, 1 apple 
chopped, 1 green peffper chopped, 1 
teaspoon curry powder, 1 teaspoon 
paprika, 2 dozen small oysters. 

Jisjoint a small chicken and fry 
it in hot shortening with lamb chops, 
until all are well browned. Add onion, 
rice, apple, green pepper and season- 
ings. Add a small quantity of water 
and simmer slowly until meat is ten- 
der. Just before serving add oysters.

Fry as other croquettes, 
Allow 1-2 pound raw chicken to a 
serving. 

Chicken Turn-Over. 

Chop until very fine some cooked 
chicken, season highly, add half the 
quantity of finely minced ham; mois- 
ten with its own gravy or cream. 
Roll out trimmings of puff paste or 
any good pastry and cut in rather 
large rounds, moisten the edges slight- 
ly. Lay a tablespoon of mixture on 
one-half of each round of the paste, 
fold the other half over it, press the 
moistened .edges closely together and 
bake in quick oven or fry in hot fat. | 

Jellied Chicken. 

Four-pound fowl, boiling water, 1 
teaspoon salt, salt and pepper, 2 tea- 
spoons gelatine, 1-4 eup cold water. 

Dress, clean and cut up fowl. Place 
in stew pan with boiling water and 
cook slowly until meat falls from bone. 
When one-half done, salt. Remove 
chicken, pick meat from bone and 
skin, sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
pack into buttered mold, Reduce the 
stock to one cup; soften gelatine in 
cold water, then dissolve in hot stoek 
strained and skimmed of fat. Pour 
over meat in mold, keep in cold place 
until firm. Serves six.

—Closing of Tokio Stock Ex- 
change Makes Wall Street 
Anxious — Branch Baagking

“Yes, there is a very general beliefs 
that Germany has no oil fields and 
has had any—at least, not 
enough to brag about. Yet, would you 
believe that the Wietze field, consist- 
ing of 1.400 acres close to the town of 
Celle, 30 miles north of Hanover, has 
drilled 1,600 producing wells and has 
taken out of that field in 30 years, 
without a foot of pipe line to aid, more 
than 11,000,000 barrels of oil? Not a 
well is over 800 feet deep.” 

Tl. M. Pettigrew, of New York, an 
important factor in the North Kuro- 


pean Oil Corporation, made the above 
statement as he was leaving 
night on the Bremen for a_ further 
study of the German oil fields. 

Since the announcement that this 


corporation has leased 1,600,000 acres | 


in the north German plain—in the 
triangle formed by the cities of Ham- 
burg, Bremen and Hanover—to the 
Cities’ Service Company, European 
newspapers have been filled with the 
discussion of what is in store for 
Germany. se) 

“We are satisfied that Germany will 
have the next big oil development of 
the world,” continued Mr, Pettigrew. 
“Her opportunities in oil have been 
neglected, but now there is plenty of 
money for exploration and develop- 
ment. This is the next big step.” 

A conservative attitude in the de- 
velopment of these oil fields is needed 
now, “plus a scientific study of the 
whole structure,” Mr. Pettigrew said.

Hoover “Hasn’t Thought It Out.” 

“I am in sympathy with Mr. Hoo- 

vers humanitarian appeal. But he 
hasn’t thought out these other pro- 
osals. My reason for opposing this 
Is especially evident when we think 
of allowing food to be carried to an 
aggressor nation. Mr, Hoover's pur- 
pose of reducing distress and suffer- 
ing in such an instance would not be 
accomplished. 

“Furthermore, in any case the naval 
powers will never agree to freedom of 
the seas.

That 
was the quota. The pending measure 
will place Mexico and the other coun- 
tries mentioned under the quota sys- 
tem just as Huropean countries. If 
we do not do this we will be dis- 
criminating against all the other 
eountries in the world and favoring 
Mexico and the other Central and 
South American countries named in 
this measure. 

“Now only 150,000 immigrants 
come into this country under the na- 
tional origins provision from all coun- 
tries except Mexico, Canada and Cen- 
tral and South America; and yet the 
record shows that from Mexico in 
1925 there came into this country 33,-

HOOVER SEES SAVING 
IN NAVAL PACT

ence in London and I have today 
telegraphed the delegation expressing 
my approval of the result achieved 
and my admiration for their patience 
and determination in an arduous and 
difficult negotiation. And I wish to 
congratulate the delegations of the 
other governments for their construc- 
tive and courageous action. 


Vital Feature, 


“The most vital feature of its great 
accomplishments for peace is the final 
abolition ef competition in naval arms 
between the greatest naval powers 
and the burial of the fears and sus- 
picions which have been the constant 
product of rival warship construction. 
It will be recalled that prior to the 
three-power conference at Geneva in 
1927, which France and: Italy felt 
obliged to decline attendance, there 
was naval competition in all craft ex- 
cept battleships with constant inter- 
national friction. Consequently, upon 
the failure of that conference the ri- 
val expansion received even new im- 
pulses and resulted in increased in- 
ternational suspicion and illwill 
through the world and a steady drift 
to greatly increased navies. 

“When I initiated this negotiation 
it was after a critical examination 
of the experience before and after 
the Geneva conference and a deter- 
mination that the causes of that fail- 
ure could be met with adequate prep- 
aration and preliminary negotiation. 
At that time we realized, and have 
realized at all times since, that the 
particular .setting of the continental 
nations, because of the inseparable 
importance of land armies in their 
bearing upon naval strength, together 
with the political agreements that re- 
‘duction of such arms implied, made 
a five-power agreement extremely im- 
cctatile. as the United States could 
not involve itself in such agreements. 
The French and Italian governments 
have shown the utmost good will in 
this conference’ in endeavor, in the 
interest of world peace, to support 
the present solution just as far as 
they could do'so, and they have join- 
ed the present agreement in impor- 
tant provisions. 

* Hard to Estimate. 


“It is difficult to estimate the pre- 
cise reductions in war craft tonnage 
which has been brought about by this 
agreement because of the - factor of 
hormal replacement and additional 
tonnage authorizéd but not yet con- 
structed. Nine battleships are to be 
‘scrapped of a total of about 230,000 
tons, the replacement of 16 or 17 oth- 
ers to be deferred for six years. The 
various navies in the agreement are 
to reduce some 300,000 to 400,000 
tons of other categories in the next 
few years as they become obsolete 
—but some categories of some of them 
must be increased in order to come 
up to the standards set. The net 
balance will be a very considerable 
decrease in the world’s actual ‘tonnage 
as it stands today.’ . 

“The economic importance of the 
accomplishment can best be measured 
in terms of the situation develeped 
at the Geneva conference. That con- 
ference broke down upon the feeling 
of the British representatives that it 


‘Was necessary for them to create or. 


maintain a navy of a total of nearly 
1,500,000 tons. Their pre-war navy 
was much larger than this. The 
American delegates were not able to 
agree to this basis, as it implied such 
a huge amount of naval construction 
in the United States that it was hope- 
less to expect public support, and) it 


meant a ually inferior navy. 
“The British suggestions at Geneva 
were approximately:

“4. Although actual figures were 
little discussed, the conversations ap- 
pear to have’ indicated a destroyer 
tonnage of about 225,000 to 250,000 
tons, and a submarine tonnage of 
about 75,000 tons, or a total fleet of 
nearly 1,500,000 tons on a British 
basis, or 1,420,000 American basis 
owing to our inferiority in battleship 
tonnage through the Washington 
arms treaty.” 

“If this fleet had been adopted as 
the basis of parity, it would have cost 
the United States somewhere, upon 
different calculations, from $1,400,- 
000,000 to $1,750,000,000 for replace- 
ments and new construction to at- 
tain it with greatly increased main- 
tenance costs. 

“The present agreement calls for 
parity of American and British fleets 
of approximately : 

1. A battleship basis to each of 
us of about 460,000 tons, but no re- 
placements for next six years on 
either side. 

2. Aircraft carriers as in Washing- 
ton arms treaty at a maximum of 
125,000 tons, 

3. A cruiser basis of 339,000 tons 
if the United States exercises the op- 
tion of the same types as Great 
Britain, but, if the United States builds 
a larger ratio of the large cruisers, 
our tonnage would be 323,000. It rep- 
resents a reduction of about 20 ships 
in the ‘basis of the British cruiser 
fleet. 

150,000 Tons Destroyers. 

4. Destroyer tonnage of 150,000 
tons and a submarine tonnage of 
52,700 each. 

“That is a. total fleet basis of, 
roughly, about 1,136,000 tons (slight- 
ly less if we build the larger cruis- 
ers) as compared with about 1,500,- 
000 ton British basis of the Geneva 
conference, shows a reduction of about 
364,000 tons below that basis to the 
United States and Great Britain and 
a proportional reduction to Japan. 
In bringing this about the British 
scrap four “8” gun cruisers and 
five Smeg while we scrap three 
battleships, thus bringing about pari- 
ty in battleships which was not at- 
tained in the Washington agreement. 
The Japanese navy under the pro- 
posed agreement will amount to some- 
thing near 800,000 tons. These re- 
sults are to be arrivéd at by scrap- 
ping, by obsolescence and by con- 
struction in sgme categories prior to 
1936 when a renewed conference is 
to take place. 

“The cost to the United States of 
replacements and new construction 
during the next six years until the 
further conference will be (under 
various estimates) from $550,000, 
to $650,000,000 as compared to a 
sum, as I have said, of betwetn $1,- 
400,000,000 and $1,640,000,000 to at- 
tain parity on the Geneva basis. To 
this latter would need be added the 
additional cost of maintenance and 
operdting which would make the sav- 
ing upon the present basis as com- 
pared to the Geneva up to $1,000,000,- 
000 in the next six years. 

To All. 

“The savings are not alone to the 
United States but to Great Britain 
and Japan as well. The total savings 
to the world is perhaps $2,500,000,000 
below the Geneva basis to which the 
world was steadily drifting. This sum 
devoted to reproductive enterprise will 
be a great stimulus to world prosper- 


ty. 
“There are no political undertakings 
of any kind in the present treaty ex- 
cept an. agreement for the regulation 
of the conduct of submarines against 
merchant ships in time of war. The 
whole agreement is a great step in 
world peace and an assurance of 
American parity in naval strength.”

The house, shortly after midnight, 
voted on the charges brought against 
Franklin by the Anderson investigat- 
ing committee, concluding a hearing 
in the matter that had lasted most of 
a day and night. 

By a vote of 97 to 35 the house 
found Franklin guilty of the first ar- 
ticle of impeachment, namely, that he 
copied portions of a bill of complaint 
being prepared by the attorney gen- 
eral and furnished the material there- 
in to Warren Brothers, highway. ma- 
terial firm of Boston, Mass. 

A second count which accused 
Franklin of holding a conference with 
George B, Crafts, attorney for War- 
ren Brothers, failed to carry, with 
the vote of 75 to 57 falling short of 
the necessary two-thirds. 

The chairman of the tax commis- 
sion was impeached on the third count 
brought by the committee, which 
charged him with restraining the at- 
torney-general from filing a $10,000,- 
000. anti-trust suit against Warren 
Brothers. The third count carried by 
106 to 27. 

The fourth count, accusing Frank- 
lin of lending color to the contention 
of Marshall to Warren Brothers that 
he was empowered to aet for the state 
by accompanying Itim on trips to New 
Orleans and Memphis, was voted 95 
to 35. 

Article 5. was defeated and the sixth 
was withdraw immediately. The fifth 
was beaten 53 to 75. Both charged 
conspiracy to place beyond control of 
the state ‘certain documents and pa- 
pers necessary in the proposed anti- 
trust suit against Warren Brothers.

authoritative determination of every 
legal question involved. , 

“There is no doubt in our minds as 
to’ what the courts will decide and 
every possible legal technicality must 
be disposed of before the plan is con- 
summated.” 

Campbell issued a statement declar- 
ing that Sheet and Tube shareholders 
“may have - perfect confidence that 
under the Bethlehem leadership the 
value of their investment will continue 
to enhance.” 

“The announcement of the result of 
the ballots of the Bethlehem-Youngs- 
town merger clearly indicates that the 
merger will not go through,” Eaton 
declared in his statement. 


Eaton Depends on Courts. 


“Of the 857,000 votes ascribed to 
those favoring the merger, at least 
90,000 should, I am advised, be ex- 
tcluded under the decision made by 
Judge Turnbaugh in the cases sub- 
mitted to him. 

“This alone is sufficient to defeat 
the merger, but in addition there is 
a substantial additional amount of 
yotes represented by proxies alleged 
to have been purchased and which 
under the laws of Ohio are illegal. 

“These and other grounds of pro- 
test have been formally recorded in 
the minutes of the meeting and will 
be pressed in the courts. 

“T wish to repeat that the methods 
adopted by those who are attempting 
to consummate his merger have been 
ruthless in the extreme and the prac- 
tices indulged in by important inter- 
ests in obtaining votes are unworthy 
of the creditable reputation and stand- 
ing enjoyed by them heretofore. 

“T have every confidence that these 
matters will be brought to the atten- 
tion of the courts and the public, and 
that the decision of the courts will 
confirm the fact that the merger has 
been clearly and definitely defeated. 

“Tt now becomes the first duty of 
the management and all stockholders 
to vigorously conduct the business of 
the Youngstown Sheet and Tube Com- 
pany to the end that the interests 
of the stockholders may not suffer 
pending final determination of this 
controversy.
